the .Terrible Man-Eatere. 


"Talk about sharks! you should see 


the big follows thoy ha»o in the huvbor 
of San Domingo." The speaker was 
«,n olflsea captain whoso voyages have 
Jed him to explore every region of the 
Erlobo. 
"What we consider a big 


Shark in those waters would be a very 
small ono there," ho contlnuod. 
"The 


slaughter houso where beeves and 


• sheopare killed every day to supply 
the city of San Domingo with meat 
stands upon a rocky eminence over- 
looking tho harbor. 
The sUarks come 


everyday nt a certain time to feed 
apon the offal thrown into tho water. 
There aro hundreds of them and the 
way they fight is terrible to see. 
Some of thorn jump out of the -water 
In their fury and lash it into foam with 
their tails. 
Oho big fellow, fully 


twenty feet in length, is called by the 
San Domingoaus tho 'captain of the 
harbor.' Ho is exceedingly fierce and 
has killed several men ulro ady. Every 
sea-furing man who lias visited the 
harbor of San Domingo knows him, 
for ho is the first shark to make an 
appoarance in tho wake of a vessel. 
Ho was first seen in tho harbor twen- 
ty years ago, and has found tho living 
so good there that ho has never loft 
it since. I suppose ho ia tho most 
eolobrated shark in tho world. 


"It is tho popular bollof that Avars 


'for pearls 
and sponges in waters 


where sharks abound incur terrible 
risks, but this is not true. 
A careful 


man has nothing tofoar. Ho goes into 
tho water heavily weighted, has a div- 
er's helmet on his head which enables 
him to remain under the s'urface for a 
long time, and is usually armed with 
a long sheath knifo. 
When ho seas a 


shark approaching, which in those 
clonr waters may be perhaps one hun- 
dred yards off, ho has only to lie down 
fiat, with his back to the bottom of 
tho son, and no living shark can harm 
him. 
Sharks aro eompolcd to turn 


ovor on their backs before they can 
scizo their prey. Their mouths aro 
placed BO far back of their long snouts 
that it is only by swimming under 
Ihoir victims and turning, that they 
can use their viciiras -jaws with effect 
The diver outwits thorn by actingas I 
have described. 
Sometimes a shark 


will try to rout htm out from his posi- 
tion, but a few stabs of tho sheath- 
knife settles that matter spoedily. Tho 
wounded shark swims off with tho 
speed of an arrow and the diver pulls 
his rope and is hauled to tho surface. 
Most of tho men killed in the pearl 
nnd spongo fisheries aro native dirers 
who venture into tho water naked 
without any means of defense other 
than a knife. 
They can stay under 


water for only a minute or two at a 
time, and if a shark approaches they 
must either fight him or rise rapidly 
to the surface and climb into tho 
boats. Even under such disadvantage- 
ous circumstances a few of them lose 
their lives. 


"The greatest danger to bo feared 


in the presence of a shark is the paral- 
ysis of fear. 
Sharks unless very 


hungry will not attack aman while in 
motion.

moment when their victims shall 
remain 
quiet, 
and 
then 
make 


their onslaught 
On tho coast of 


Africa the natives fight shark* ianr- 
lessly. 
They enter the ocean nuked, 


having first oiled their bodies in order 
that they may slide through tho water 
easily. Their only weapon is a stool 
stick about two foot in length sharp- 
ened at both ends. The water is so 
clear that they can soo for hundreds of 
foot around them. When a shark 
swims toward them they wait until the 
moment he turns on his back, and as 
he opens his jaws to seize Ihem, they 
thrust tho stick crosswise into his 
mouth and swim off. Tho shnrk's 
mouth being held oj«n by tho stick, ho 
is soon drowned, when the natives tow 
him ashore and feast upon his flesh. 
For my part I do not boliovc that 
sharks are native to American waters. 
I have hoard old seamen say that they 
came from Africa, following in the 
wok.e of tho first slavers that came to 
this country. 
Those vossols were al- 


ways so overcrowded that many died 
on the voyage, and were thrown over- 
board. Tho sharks fed upon their 
bodies until they reached this side of 
tho ocean,"—N. T, Mail anil Express.

Tho Condemned Man's Attor- 


neys Do Not Ask for Mercy, 


bat Justice. 


They Claim That Their Client Has 


Been the Victim of I'nblic Clamor 


for Vengeance. 


Probability That tho Governor Will Inter- 


poae Executive Clemency in 


Sumo Form. 


CITY, Mo., July 11. — Mr. 


Fauntlnroy bogau lila argument before 
tho Governor at nine o'clock this morn- 
Ing;. Tlio attorney was full of feeling. 
His client's interest waa uppermost In hU 
mind, so many roauoua railing for ex- 
ecutive olemenoy that Mr. Fauntloroy 
scarcely knew which to prosont flrst. TUo 
speaker waa on advocate of capital pun- 
ishment, and thought It should bo en- 
forced when tho condemned had had all 
the advantages of a fair and impartial 
trial. "But", said he, "I havo followed 
tho Maxwell cano from Its inception, 
through all ttx course up to tho present 
hour, and I say to you, that with mo it IB 
not a question of opinion, bnt In all good 
conxolonco I can safely aay that I know 
ho ban had no fair and impartial trial; 
and I further bollovo that your Exoollon- 
oy will never permit a man, whether alien 
or citizen, to swing from tho gallows ox- 
oopt upon a vordlet upon a fair and im- 
partial trial. Tho dignity of our Btato 
will not permit It; public policy rovoltri 
aualnat It; tho civilization of our npfo and 
time Htniuls aghast at the Idea of the cx- 
eoutlon of u man according to tho forma 
of law whoflo trial denied to him the prlv- 
llogoa and rights which the laws of the 
country accord to every criminal brought 
boforo tho bar of justice." 


Mr. Fttnntloroy road fcejiuont pannages 


from tho dissenting -ofhilon of Judge 
Hherwood to show that tho trial was not 
a fair ono. and that Maxwell was denied 
tlio privileges which ho was entitled to, 
He then alluded to tho state of public 
fooling again/it Maxwell, caused in a 
groat measure by the Influence of tho 
prosa, and the further fact that Maxwell 
wau an alien, and not a citizen, and tnat 
tlio chief object was to convict a man who 
woo Believed to bo guilty of murder tho 
rnoftt holnouH. There was no person ex- 
cept his young attorneys to stand up in 
bin dutonHo. Maxwell was a stranger, 
with, tho gront ocean separating him from 
his friends, with no money to employ 
eminent counsel. I« It marvelous that 
some mistaken havo been made in tho 
trial court, which under other circum- 
stances might not have crept in?

This i ight 
Inoludoa the selection o£ qualified jurora, 
as well (18 tho questions of atlmlssability 
of proper ovldnuon, etc. Hero the speaker 
called nttontliin tn the fact that ono of 
tho jurors had tunned and expressed an 
opinion unfavmabln to tho defendant, 
going HO far as to say tliat Maxwell ought 
to bo hung, nnd this long boforo tho trial 
ooeurred; thut thu Information cnmo to 
the defenne ixf tor tho trial hud commenced ; 
that tho dcfonsn i alsod this point against 
tha qualification ot tho juror, but this 
juror, nevertheless, was permitted to sit 
in trial In the ouso and pass final judg- 
ment upon the guilt of tiio defendant. 
Tha, speaker urged that this fact alone 
should bo HiiHlcltmt reason for tho Gov- 
ernor to be mttlshml that a fair trial had 
not been had and ono that calls Inuuiy for 
clemency.

Quite • a sensation was sprung upon 


Decatnr yesterday when it leaked om 
that in some unknown manner Miss 
Blanche Peek, daughter of William Feck 
residing near Argenta in Friends Creek 
township, had been foully deult with anc 
left for dead in a" field on tho Alt. Wil- 
liams' place. It appears from tne details 
related to-day that Miss Peck was found 
in the field on last Friday morning, July 
6th, with evidence of having been drag- 
ged or poisoned. Miss Feck asserts that 
she was walking along the road on Thurs- 
day evening when she met Alf. Williams, 
with whom she conversed; Williams re- 
marked to the girl that she looked tired, 
and as Miss Feck asserts, gave her a po- 
tion out of a bottle which he said would 
do her good. She knew no more until 
the next morning when she regained 
consciousness, with her lips and mouth 
burned as if with carbolic acid and her 
shawl stained with the liquid, the charac- 
ter of which will be fully determined to- 
day by an analysis to be made by Dr. 
Lee of Argenta, and Dr. Pease, of Cisco, 
who were called to attend Miss Peck.

He cannot be 
found, as he left Argents some time dur- 
ing the month of May. 


There are conflicting stories aflont ns 


to the exact facts in the mixod-up case. 
However, it is known positively that 
John Williams had been keeping com- 
pany with Miss Peck for some time. 
Under promise of marriage, Miss Peck 
avers that she took a journey with Wil. 
liams in April last, going to LaPlace, 
Cerro Gordo and'Cisco, stopping nt the 
hotels with him ns his wife. The mnr- 
riage was not solemnized, and since that 
journey her state of mind has boen any- 
thing but pleasant. The people say that 
the reputation of Miss Peck hns been un- 
blemished in the past. She is a fine 
looking young woman, a brunette, with 
black eyes, and is stout and hearty. She 
has several sisters and a brother. 


The parties under arrest will probably 


give bail. Johns & Kandolph have been 
employed as counsel for Mr, and Mrs. 
Williams and their sons. 


OWNS 240 ACRES OP LAND. 


Mr. Williams is tho owner of 240 acres 


of fine land in Friends Crook township, 
and is well off. Ho declared emphati- 
cally to the writer to-day that ho was en- 
tirely innocent of the charges brought 
against him, as he said would -to shown 
at the trial. He further asserts that tho 
members of his family had no connection 
with the affair.

On the Farm. 


A mysterious letter is said to be im- 


irinted on nil tho oat leaves this year. 
t has been seen by several of our farmers 
who have investigated the matter. The 
etter is situated a short distance from 
he end of the leaf, and is placed cross- 
wise. It is not readily seen at first, but 
by running the finger along the leaf it 
can be located. 


Those who were farmers in Illinois 


,weuty or twenty-five years ago, remem- 
jer well how that every bushel of grain 
;oken to market must first be put into a 
sack. Patent dumps and modern eleva- 
;ors have changed this custom to such 
an extent that on most farms it is hard 
bo find sacks enough to take sufficient 
corn to' mill for chicken feed. While 
grain sacks have become a thing of the 
past in Illinois, yet in the far west the 
whole wheat crop is moved in bags, re- 
quiring 33,000,000 sacks for this purpose. 


Nine out of ten, if not more, fanners 


must acknowledge this year that tiling 
has saved to a great extent the corn crop 
ot central Illinois. Heavy rains followed 
by heavy rains flooded the oorn fields to 
such an extent as even to tax beyond 
their capacity the largest tiles that have 
been laid. They carried off the water, 
however, and saved the corn, aa well as 
many acres of oats. All in all the days 
for tiling are by no means over, and from 
now on the farmers will add to their 
tiling nntil every acre is well tiled.
